© Candler and Col. FE. V. Carter, both 
prominent members of the Atlanta bar, 


discovered that their indorsements ap- 
peared upon notes aggregating $12,000 
and executed by Charles B. Reynolds, a 
fellow bar member, Mr. Reynolds died 
at hie home, 12 Ponce de Leon place, 
as the result of a gun-shot wound, 
which a coroner’s jury Tuesday after- 
noon found to have been “inflicted Dy 


an unknown person.” 


The testimony 


inquest showed briefly that at 4:15 
e’clock Tuesday morning Mr. Reynolds, 
hearing sound in the house, got his 
revolver and went into the dark hall. 
The séunds of a scuffle and the re- 
ports of five revolver shots followed. 
When the Nght was turned on Mr. Rey- 
nolds lay upon the floor, dead, with 
a 88-calibre pistol ball in hie Body. In 
his hand was a 38-calibre revolver, 
containing four exploded 88-calfbre 
cartridges. Nearby lay an old-fash- 
ioned 41-calibre pistol, containing one 
exploded 88-calfbre cartridge. The 38- 
ealibrs shell, being too small for the 
bore of the 4l-calibre gun, had split 
@own its side when it exploded. Why 
this 38-calibre cartridge was used in 
the 4l-oalfbre revolver is as much a 
mystery as is the identity of Mr. Rey- 
nolds’ slayer. 

Deny Signatures. 

During the day it become known 
that two notes, aggregating $12,000, 
were held against Mr. Reynolde and 
bore indorsements purporting to be 
signa of Judge John S. Candler and E. 

Carter, both prominent “lawyers of 
i a and friends of the dead may. 

Both Judge Candler and Mr. Carter! 
deny that these signatures are genu- 
ine. 

Friends of the family of Mr. Reynolds 
stated that they believe that the fact 
of the disclosure of the existence of 
these notes and the fact of the death | 
ef Mr. Reynolds form merely a de- 
nlorable coincidence and that they are 
in nowise related. 

Mr. Reynolds’ 
Wednesday afternoon at 3 o'clock from 
Trinity church. The place of interment 
has not yet been announced. 

Story of Killiag. 

At the coroner's inquest Tuesday aft- 
ernoon the story of Mr. Reynolds’ 
death was brought out by members of 
the family and friends as follows: 

The Reynolds residence is a two- 
house. Sleeping in the same 
room on the first floor were Mr. and 
Mrs. Reynolds. ‘On the second floor 
slept his young son, Tom; his daugh- 
ter, Maude, and Mr. and Mrs. V. F. 
Nicholson, who are his son-in-law and 
his daughter. 

Shortly after ¢ o'clock Tuesday 
morning Mr. Reynolds had been 
awakened by a noise in the hallway 
of the first floor. Mr. Reynolds got 
out of bed and, clad only in his paja- 
mas, went into the hallway with his 
revolver. As he left the bedroom Mrs. 
Reynolds called to him to “be care- 
ful” and that “he might get shot.” 

Mr. Reynolds laughed. 

Immediately there was the sound of 
a scuffie in the darkness of the hall. 

Four shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession. After a period of about 30 
seconds a fifth shot was fired. 

By this time Mrs. Reynolds had 
rushed into the dark hall, and Mr. 
Nicholson, aroused by the shots, had 
reached the head of the stairs and 
turned on the lights. 

Twe Revolvers Found. 

The light revealed. Mr. 
ing upon the floor of the hall near 
the door of his bedroom, dead. In 
his hand was gripped his own revolver, 
from which, investigation showed, four 
shots had been fired. 

Nearby lay another revolver. One 
chamber contained an empty shell. 

Four shots were accounted for by 
bullet marks, one in the door facing, 
a second about three feet away iu the 
wall, a third in a side wall and the 
fourth through a j¥cture upon the op- 
posite side wall. These were said to 
have been fired by Mr. Reynolds dur- 
ing hig struggle with a burglar. 

The fifth shot found its mark 
Mr. Reynolds’ heart. This 
have been fired by the assassin.

NAVY RATHER WEAK 
10 PROTECT CANAL 


That’s the Opinion of Com- 


mander Stirling—A Large 
Mobile Army Would Also: 


Be Needed. 


Washington, December 15.—Prepar- 
edness of the United States to defend 
the Panama canal in case of war was 
the subject of a series of quéstions put 
to Commander Stirling, commanding 
the Atlantic fleet’s submarine flotilla, 
at today’s hearing before the house na- 
val committee. The commander ex- 
pressed the opinion that in addition te 
the navy a large mobile army would 
be required to protect’ the canal and 
keep it open. 

“Is our naval -foree prepared to give 
us control of the canal against a navy 
of the size, say, of Germany?’ asked 
Representative Farr. 

“Not very well prepared,” the offi- 
cer replied, after some hesitation. 

Commander Stirling pointed-out that 
lack of a bage would handicap. opera- 
tions of any hostile navy against the 
canal. The nearest foreign base, he 
said, was Jamaica, a British possession. 

Questioned about the Pacific coast, he 
declared he thought both coasts equally 
safe as long as the canal could be kept 
open for passage of the fleet. 

The officer’s testimony.as a subma- 
rine commander that the battleship was 
the prime factor in naval defense, at- 
tracted much interest among commit- 
tee members. Ultimate development 
of the battleship, he predicted, would 
be to a more offensive, rather than de- 
fensive type, with less armor and more 
speed. Development of the submarine, 
he said, would lead to a type of a 2,000 
ton, armored, 25-knot sea-going vessels 
to accompany the battleships wherever 
they go as a terror to the enemy's bat- 
tleships. 

Lack of Tenders fer Submarines. 

Asked regarding the eighteen subma- 
rines under his command, he said all 
of them could get into active commis- 
sion on comparatively short notice, 
eleven of them within ten days and the 
rest within two weeks, except two that 
are in reserve and not yet accepted, and 
one practically discarded. He told of 
serious lack of tenders for the subma-

Paris, December 15.—The following 
official communication wag issued to- 
night 7 the French war office: 

“Tn elgium the Franco-Belgian 
troops have debouched from Nieuport 
and occupied the line from the out- 
skirts west of Lombaertzyde to the 
farm of Saint Georges. 

“To the south of Ypres we 
an attack in the direction of 
Zillebeke and gained 500 metres, 
yards.)

“On the rest of the front there 
nothing to report.” 

The official. statement given out 
this afternoon, says the French 
have retained “the territory they won 
recently along the Ypres canal; to the 
west of Hollebeke; in the Argonne, 
and elsewhere. There has been artil- 
lery fighting from the Somme to the 
Argonne, and in Alsace. German in- 
fantry gained a foothold near Stein- 
bach. The text of the communication 
follows: 

“Botween the sea and’ the Lys the 
English have occupied a little forest 
to the west of Wyteschaete. The ground 
gained yesterday by our troops along 
the Ypres canal and to the west of 
Hollebeke has been retained in spite 
of a vigorous counter attack on the 
part of the enemy. 

“From the Belgian frontier to the 
Somme there is nothing to report. 
From the Somme to the Argonne there 
has been intermittent cannonading. Ex- 
cepting in the regton of Crouy, this 
artillery fighting has not been spirited. 
In the Argonne we have made some 
progress and retained the advances 
made by us.on preceding days. 

“In the Vosges the railroad station 
of St. Leonard, to the south of St. Die 
has been violently bombarded by the 
Germans from a considerable distance. 

“In Alsace there has been much act- 
ivity on the part of the enemy’s artil- 
lery with the exception of before Stein- 
bach, where an attack by German in- 
fantry men, coming from Uffholtz was 
successful in gaining a foothold. We 
have everywhere retained the positions 
won previously by us” 


GERMANS ADMIT 
RETREAT IN POLAND. 


Berlin, December 15.—(Via “Lon- 
don.)—A retreat of the German forces 
which attempted to strike at Warsaw 
from the north was acknowledged in 
an official communication given out 
today atarmy headquarters. The 
statement follows: 

“The German column, which had ad- 
vanced from Seldau, East Prussia, by 
way of Miawa, in the direction of Cie- 
chanow, has had to re-occupy its old 
positions owing to the numerical su- 
periority of the enemy. 

“Elsewhere in Poland nothing of 
material importance has happened. Un- 
favorable weather is influencing our 
operations. 

“In East Prussia 
new. 

“The French yesterday made fruit- 
less attacks at various points. Their 
attack on our positions southeast of 
Ypres failed, with heavy loswes to the 
enemy. <A hostile attack in the region 
northeast of Suippes was repulsed, as 
well as an attack north of Verdun, 
with heavy losses to the attackers. 

“In the neighborhood of Ailly and 
Apremont, south of St. Mihiel, the 
French tried four times to storm our 
positions, but in vain. A renewed hos- 
tile advance from the _ direction of 
Flirey, which is northeast of Toul, 
failed. 

“In the Vosges the battle is still 
proceeding. We took 300 prisoners, re- 
capturing the village o Steinbach, 
west of Sonnheim.” 


RUSSIANS RETIRE, 
VIENNA CLAIMS. 


Vienna, December 15.—(Via London.) 
The following official communication 
was issued here today: 

“Our offensive in Western Galicia 
has compelled the enemy to retreat and 
caused his front in South Poland to 
waver. Our troops, advancing inde- 
fatigably from the south hg i4 tiene § 
reached Jaslo and Rajbrot.

“In the Mlawa region our action con- 
tinues and the success gained by our 
troops has been maintained. 

“On the left bank of the Vistula large 
forces of the enemy are concentrating.

TO THE KAISER’S FLEET 


Cruiser Cormorant Puts In at 
American Island of Guam. 
Voluntarily Interns. 


_—_—___-_oe 


Washington, December 15.—Volunta- 
ry internment today of the German 
converted cruiser Cormorant and her 
22 officers and 355 men at Guam, an 
American Pacific insular possession, 
brought what promised to be trowble- 
some questions involving observance 
of American neutrality in this case to 
a prompt adjustment. 

As soon asthe navy department 
learned that the Cormorant had put 
into Guam, short of coal, food and 
water, there was an immediate discus- 
sion of the extent to which the war- 
ship could replenish her supplies. In 
view of Guam’s remoteness from any 
German port, the décision to intern 
was expected, but Captain Maxwell, 
governor of the far-away naval station, 
was immediately instructed to observe 
strict neutrality in all his dealings 
with the German commander. 

Little is known of the Cormorant 
here except that she is a converted 
cruiser of 5,000 tons displacement, ac- 
quired by Germany from Russia. It is 
supposed the ship has been employed 
by the Germans as a commerce de- 
Stroyer in the Pacific. 

At first this vessel was believed to 
be the unprotected cruiser Cormoran, 
a vessel of only 1,600 tons dispiace- 
ment, but Captain Maxwell's later mes- 
sage, announcing the decision of the 
Craft to intern, corrected that impres- 
sion.

The fire originated in the main of- 
fices of the Elyea-Austell company, 
supposedly from a defective flue. It 
was discovered by H. T. Ruse, an em- 
ployee of the firm, when he came to 
work shortly after 7:30 o'clock. 

W. R. Berryhill, a fireman of No, 8 
engine house, was injured when struck 
by a heavy hose, which he and five 
other firemen were handling. The hose 
became siippery with ice which formed 
on it and on the clotheg of the firemen.

“LIFER” IN PRISON | 
FOR STEALING HAM 
GIVEN HIS FREEDOM | 


Lansing, Mich.,, December 15,—Gov- 
ernor Ferris has ordered the parole of 
Michigan’s most widely known pris- 
oner, Lewis Oliver, a “lifer” in Mar- 
quette, known as the man who was 
sentenced for life for stealing a’ ham. 

Oliver was sent to Marquette by’ 
Judge Howard Viest, of the Ingham 
county circuit, under the habitual crim- | 
inal act. It was Oliver's third convic- | 
tion for burglary. 

In 1891 Oliver was sent to Jackson 
for three years for burglary. In less 
than three years he was back. The 
second time the judge sentenced him 
to ten years in Jackson and warned 
him that if he came back a third time 
he would get life, under the law. The 
second sentence began March 23, 1894, 
and on March 28, 1904, Oliver broke 
into a meat store and stole two hams 
and what cash was in the drawer, $3.50.

Oliver was/ 
convicted and smiled at the sentence | 
when it was delivered.

President 8S. C. Mitchell, of Delaware 
college, told the opening session of the 
commission’s conference that the Eu- 
ropean war emphasized there must be 
something more than radical and na- 
tional sentiment in solving the ques- 
tions of humanity. 

“Inclusion and not exclusion must 
be the policy porenes on all race ques- 
tions,’’ he said. 

Dr. James H. Dillard, of the Universi- 
ty of Virginia, said he was satisfied 
there was a growing sentiment among 
the white and negro leaders in the 
south in favor of the education of the 
negro race. 

Problems of Race in South. 

In his annual] report, Mr. Brough re- 
viewed the problems of the race in the 
south. Under the, Anna P. Jeames 
Foundation, he reported 118 counties 
in twelve states last year improved 
their negro rural schools, while all the 
universities represented on the commis- 
sion were offering courses on the race 
question. Dr. Brough referred to seg- 
regation as ‘aa mooted questiion” which 
formed the only cloud on the horizon. 

“Time, wisdom and patience will 
solve the question,” he said, “and so- 
clal solidarity is inexorable. Segrega- 
tion in the departments of gublic serv- 
ice, railway and street cars and even 
in cities may be exceedingly just, but 
the idea of farm segregation as a 
means of giving the white man a bet- 
ter chance in agricultural and indus- 
trial competition with the negro seems 
a travesty upon Anglo-Saxon § superi- 
ority and an injustice to the negro.” 

The constructive work before the 
commission he declared to be: 

“The socializing and rationalizing of 
the impulses of an inferior race by im- 
posing upon them the importance of 
preserving the racial integrity of both 
races, securing industrial education and 
attaining the goal of economic equal- 
ity of opportunity.” 

Dr. Brough believed there wae too 
much zeal among negroes for the ex- 
ternals of education and a growing 
dislike for domestic service. He plead- 
ed for higher standards among teach- 
ers and preachers of the negro race. 


South and Race Solidarity. 


“The south feels that race integra- 
tion and solidarity in a social sense 
are absolutely necessary to promote 
the best interests of both races,” Dr. 
Brough declared in his report. “While 
willing to concede equality of oppor- 
tunity in an economic sense, she is 
unalterably opposed to miscegenation 
of the races and views with genuine 
alarm the increase in the number of 
mulattoes from 1,132,060, or 15.2 per 
cent, in 1890,.to 2,050,686, or 20.9 per 
cent, in 1910. .The fundamental th- 
compatibilities of racial temperament 
and tradition which operate to make 
the great majority of actual unions be- 
tween the two groups unhappy and 
the fact that many of those who do 
enter upon these unions belong to the 
criminal or anti-social elements of 
both groups, would seem to indicate 
the condemnation of such unions by 
the better elements of both races as a 
substantial basis. 

“The south rejoices with the north 
that the negro has made commendable 
and rapid progress along economic, hy- 
gienic, educational, religious and civic 
lines within the semi-centennial of 
his freedom and that the problem of 
race adjustment is becoming less acute 
and easier of solution by the wise and 
conservative leadership of men of both 
races. 

“That the negro has made rapid 
strides toward the goal of economic 
emancipation is conclusively proven by 
the latest census statistics. In 1863 
there were 3,960,000 slaves in the south. 
At the present time 2,108,786 negroes 
are engaged in gainful occupations in 
the south alone and 5,192,535 negroes 
are engaged in ainful occupations 
se ma the Tnited States as a 
whole.”

ATTITUDE OF BRITAIN 
\ ON SEARCH OF SHIPS 


Washington, December 15.—Sir Ce- 
cil Spring-Rice, the British ambassa- 
dor, advised the state department to- 
day that his government was willing 
to forego the exercise of the right of 
search of vessels from American ports 
if the shipmasters would satisfy British 
consuls at ports of departure as to the 
neutral character of their cargoes. 

Unless this is done, cargo ships will 
be subject to the ordinary rules of war- 
fare and ma® be searched on the high 
or taken to the nearest British 
port for that purpose. 

The ambassador and Secretary Bryan 
discussed the subject at length. There 
is no authority to require an American 
Ship captain to apply to a foreign con- 
sul in this country for permission to 
take away cargo, but the state depart- 
ment has listened favorably to the sug- 
gestion that vexatious interference 
with commerce might be greatly re- 
duced by the adoption of the arrange- 
ment. After the ambassador’s confer- 
ence with Secretary Bryan he was re- 
ferred to Cone Johnson, the state de- 
partment solicitor, to discuss some of 
the details of the plan. 

The department today received a note 
from the French government saying 
France was prepared to give the same 
assurances as given by Great Britain 
regarding the non-contraband charac- 
ter of American cotton. Great Britain, 
through Sir Edward Grey, made the 
positive declaration that cotton was not 
contraband and cablegrams today from 
the American embassy in London said 
cotton would not be stopped on the 
high seas.

CONDITIONS IMPROVING, 
DECLARE THE BANKERS 


Federal Reserve Beard Hears 
of Great Change in United 
States—Money Cheap. 


Washington, December 15.—Financial 
conditions throughout the United States 
have improved greatly in the last few 
months, according: to reports to the 
federal reserve board today by some 
of the country’s most prominent bank- 
ers. Credit conditions were sai? to 
be exceptionally good, reserves abund- 
ant and short term money cheap. 

The reports were made by members 
of the advisory council, the only body 
authorized by the reserve act to give 
advice to the reserve board. Such well 


| known financiers as J. P. Morgan and 


J. B. Forgan are among members of 
the council. Their opinions on condi- 
tions over the country were received 
by the board as a most promising in- 
dication that business generally is re- 
viving. 

The council held its first session here 
today and met twice with the board. 
It made no concrete recommendations, 
although the board asked for advice 
on questions relating to time deposits, 
use of acceptances and the admission 
into the federal system of state banks. 
Through an executive committee the 
council shortly will submit its con- 
clusions on these subjects. :

REYNOLDS KILLED 
BY UNKNOWN MAN 


Continued From Page One. 


Reynolds and which bore the purport- 
ed indorsements of Judge Candler and 
Mr. Carter. This note was for $7,000, 
upon which $3,500 had been paid and 
$3,500 renewed, the renewed balance 
having not yet matured. Judge Can- 
dler and Mr. Carter denied that they 
had endorsed this note. 

Both examined the signatures of this 
note as had been done by their sons, 
of the other note, and all four agreed 
that while the signatures were clever- 
ly executed, they were not genuine. 

The bank which holds the $5,000 
note, stated that it has on deposit for 
Mr. Reynolds approximately $2,000. 

The bank holding the $3,500 exten- 
sion of the $7,000 note has on deposit 
for Mr. Reynolds about $800. 

These sums, it was stated at the 
banks, will be placed against the notes 
respectively held. 

Mr. Carter stated to a Constitution 
reporter: 

“Barly Tuesday morning I received 
a notification from a banking institu- 
tion that a note of Mr. Reynolds, for 
whom I was supposedly indorser, was 
overdue and unpaid. I knew of no 
such note and sent the notice back to 
the bank with the statement that the 
notice had probably been intended for 
someone else. I was under that im- 
pression and dismissed the matter from 
my mind. I received a notification from 
another bank of another such note.” 


Judge Candler’s Statement. 


Judge Candler said: 

“This morning at the breakfast table 
in my home, ] received through the 
mail a notice from a national bank in 
Atlanta that a rrote executed by Mr. 
Reynolds and bearing my name as in- 
dorser had become due on Monday. This 
was the first I knew of the existence 
of such a note. I never indorsed any 
such note, and I am told by my son 
that the signature is not mine. 

“An hour and a half later 1 was 
called upon in my office by a repre- 
sentative of another bank who showed 
note executed by Mr. Reynolds 
and bearing my name upon the back of 
it as indorser. This signature was not 
written by me. 

“The note in the first instance was 
for the sum of $5,000. _ The second note 
was for $7,000, upon which a payment 
of $3,500 had been made and the bal- 
ance had been extended by the bank.” 

Mr. Reynolds was one of the best- 
known lawyers of the city and was a 
man of high reputation. He had been 
for eight years a member of the fac- 
ulty of the Atlanta Law school and 
was to have delivered a lecture there 
Tuesday afternoon. 

He took an active part in the 
life of his church, which is Trinity 
Methodist. He was a member of the 
board of stewards and had been treas- 
urer of the church, 

He was a deep student of law 
and had always been a  £0Obrilliant 
student, having been graduated with 
highest honors from Boys’ High school. 

He is survived, besides by his 
immediate family, by two sisters, 
Mrs. B. C. Summers and Mrs. 
Orr. 

, The Coroner’s Inquest. 


At the coroner’s inquest, held at Pat- 
terson’s undertaking establishment, 
Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Nicholson tes- 
tified that Mr. Reynolds was lying face 
upwards, his feet half-way in the 
reception hall, and his body in the hall- 
way leading from hig bedroom. 

Mr. Nicholson testified that the 38- 
caliber. pistol, which had been fired four 
times, was clasped tightly in the right 
hand of Mr. Reynolds, e 

The 4l-caliber pistol, according to his 
testimony, was lying on the floor, sup- 
posedly having been dropped by the 
burglar as he fled. 

The coroner’s investigation developed 
the fact that the 38-caliber pistol was 
loaded with 38-caliber longs, cénter- 
fire cartridges. The 41i-cabhiber was 
loaded with 38-caliber shorts, 
cartridges. The one empty shell fired 
from the 41-caliber pistol was bursted 
on the sides, evidently the shell having 
exploded in the large bore revolver 
when fired. 

Dr. Floyd testified that 
which killed Mr. Reynolds was fired 
four or five inches from the pajama 
worn by Mr. Reynolds, which were set 
on fire. 

Dr. Floyd was present when the bul- 
let was extracted from Mr. Reynolds’ 
body, and later when the coroner
